Ex -Minister of Justice G uerin, the 
first witness, said tha t a t the end of 
Gctober, after a cabinet œ un cil, the 
premier invited him to his nx )m w here 
tieuenil M ercier joined them , and ex ­ 
plained that for some tim e past docu- 
inents nad been m issing from the head­ 
quarters stuff and tha t in consequence 
of in<quiries m ade, suspicion attached 
to Dreyfus. 
G eneral M ercier, the w it­ 
ness continued, addeil tha t he w as con­ 
vinced Dreyfus w as the culprit.

Rh sn es, Frauce, Aug. 17.—The see­ 
ped trial by courtmartial of Captain 
Allred Dreyfus of the French artillery 
charged with treason was continued, 
Major Carriere, the representative of 
the government, having ref used to agree 
to the adjournment of the case until 
Monday, applied for by M. Demange, 
counsel for the prisoner, and by Captain 
Dreyfus, owing to the murderous at­ 
tack upon Maitre Labori, leading conn- 
gel for the defense. 
Ex-Minister of Justice Guerin, the 
first witness, said that at the end of 
October, after a cabinet council, the 
premier invited him to his room where 
General Mercier joined them, and ex­ 
plained that for some time past docu­ 
ments had been missing from the head­ 
quarters staff and that in consequence 
of inquiries made, suspicion attached 
to Dreyfus. General Mercier, the wit­ 
ness continued, added that he was con­ 
vinced Dreyfus was the culprit. He! 
said he founded his conviction on three | 
facts: First, the bordereau, the au­ 
thor of which was uudiscoverable u n til1 
Colonel Fabre, on returning from the 
inauoeuv; es immediately after lie saw 
the document, exclaimed: 
•Why, it. is Dreyfus’ handwriting. 
Secondly, the nature of the documents 
enumerated rn the bordereau iu con­ 
junction with Dreyfus’ employment in 
ditlereut departments, proved couclu- 
sively, according to General Mercier, 
that Dreyfus alone had cognizance of 
ail those papers, and he alone could 
have disclosed them. 
Thirdly, the dictation test aud Drey- 
fus’ perturbation at the time. 
t ion* raI Mercier, M. Guerin then said, 
in consequence of these convictions the 
cabinet, at a special meeting Nov. I, 
1894, authorized the 
prosecution of 
Dreyfus. 
M. Guerin, at that time, had never 
heard of the scorer documents aud none 
was ever communicated to the cabiuet. 
He only learned of the existence of the 
alleged secret documents duriug the 
Zola trial anti only learned of the al­ 
leged confession of Dreyfus to Captain 
Lebrun-Renault from the newspapers. 
General Mercier never mentioned the 
confession to tile cabinet. 
M. Le bon, the former minister of the 
colonies, a big, red bearded man, then 
testilii-d in justification of his instruc­ 
tions to treai Dreyfus rigorously, declar­ 
ing that tile extreme stringency only 
dated’from the time thought an attempt 
would be made to rescue the prisoner. 
Ar this juncture some time was occu­ 
pied in reading a long report from the 
minister of tire colonies to the minister j 
of war, giving tile various reports of ; 
the governor of French Guiana. Pass­ 
ages describing the dread the prisoner 
expressed to the doctors when he feared 
lie was losing his reason caused an im­ 
mense impression. 
Tears were even, 
been to glisten iu the eyes of General 
Billot, tile former minister of war. 
Colonel Jouaust, turning to Dreyfus, 
remarked: 
‘‘Have you anything to say in regard 
to this deposition?” 
Then the prisoner said: 
‘ No, my colonel, I am here to defend 
my honor. I do not wish to speak here 
of the atrocious suffering, physical and 
moral, which for Ave years I, a French­ 
man aud an innocent man, was sub- i 
jetted to on the Isle dn Diablo. ” 
Al. Demange here asked that the offi­ 
cial report of the treatment of Dreyfus 
on the Isle du Diable, which was pub­ 
lished in the newspapers last week, 
should be read. The clerk of the court 
did so aud, in a sympathetic tone, re­ 
counted the harrowing tale of Dreyfus’ 
mental aud physical sufferings ana in­ 
human treatment on the island. 
Deep-drawn breaths of indignation 
came from the hearers as the reading 
proceeded. 
Dreyfus, at hist, watched the faces of 
the judges with his usual composure; 
but gradually, as the story proceeded 
And incidents of his awful existence 
were brought up before him, his eyes 
Ijrew dim and tears glistened in his 
eyc6. and slowly trickled down his 
chiefs. 
Dreyfus could stand it no longer and. 
tor the lim time during his trial gave 
* 
to las emotions and silently wept. 
I he faces of the audience expr ssed 
■jmpathy with the prisoner’s emotion 
aud even the captain of gendarmes 
Hug beside Dreyfus turned and gave 
*hm a look of unconcealed compassion. 
General Mercier, who, with M. Lebon, 
as teated in the front row of the wit­ 
nesses seats, listened to the reading of 
^‘ report unmoved, while Colonel Jou- 
•Jjst followed it with an air of bored 
•Qlerance. 
The widow of Lieutenant Colonel 
Henry, the French officer who com- 
, tt» d avicide in prison after confessing 
” °rging certain documents in the case, 
a witness. 
p^he ad nutted the frequent visits of 
hn!v'rndZy to lier husband and said her 
'aud told her he had forged one 
, -uni ent “in order to save the honor 
wm cuuutrv.” 


At one point ;*ne sam 
“ You know Ins sentiments, gentle­ 
men. He committed forgery on account 
ot Colonel Picquart’s uioceedmgs, aud 
it was iii order to .vive the army, com­ 
promised by the dishonesty of its fel­ 
lows.” 
_ 
General Roget, is undress uniform, 
followed. His evidence was a veritable 
diatribe against Dreyfus from beginning 
to end. 
General Roget spoke for about three 
hours without adducing auy new facts, 
only reiterating in the most forcible 
terms what lias been handled about in 
the anti-Dreyfusard press for about a 
year past. 
lie treated Dreyfus without mercy, 
botii iii words aud attitude. In fact it 
seemed at times as though he would 
provoke the prisoner into striking him. 
The general’s manlier was most pas­ 
sionate. 
Dreyfus managed to control himself, 
although fearfully aroused at times, aud 
when Roget would stare at him aud 
shake Ins huger, Dreyfus steadily re­ 
tained his gaze. 
He endeavored to show that Colonel 
PioQuart had recourse to . ludutent 
methods, with the iuteut of incriminat­ 
ing some one other than Dreyfus, and 
declared Piequart spent I OO,(KH) francs 
with the object of organizing a cam­ 
paign of surveillance “of an unfortu­ 
nate officer who was guiltless.” This 
i00,000 francs, he added, was a reserve 
accumulated by Colonel Piequart by 
strict economy from the fuuds at the 
disposal of the war office. This reserve 
had entirely disappeared. 
Iii response to gestures of contradic­ 
tion from M. Deiuauge, General Boget 
admitted the figures quoted were per- 
haped exaggerated. The witness next 
accused Colonel Piequart of suppres.siug 
documents 
tending 
to compromise 
Dreyfus. 
As the general was evidently greatly 
fatigued, Colonel Jouaust suggested he 
continue his testimony today. 
The 
colonel then addressed the prisoner, 
asking him if lie had anything to say iu 
reply to General Roget. Dreyfus re­ 
plied: 
“No, my colonel. It is frightful that, 
day after day, for hours I should thus 
have my heart, my soul aud my very 
entrails torn without being permitted 
to reply. It is a terrible torture to im­ 
pose upon an innocent aud loyal soldier. 
It is a frightful thing. 
Frightful. 
Frightful.” 
Tliis outburst caused a great sensa­ 
tion. The audience, profundly stirred, 
began to applaud, but tile applause was 
quickly suppressed. 
The most interesting part of his tes­ 
timony was his attack on Colonel Pic- 
quart, which will undoubtedly lead to 
the confrontation of the two meu. 
As the prisoner passed out in front of 
the seats assigned to the representatives 
of the press his face was pale but am ­ 
inated. 
He seemed to be in a state of 
great nervous excitement aud in a fur­ 
ious temper. 
The general impression left by the 
proceedings is unfavorable oVriug to the 
absence of such cross-examinations as 
M. Labori would have giveu MM 
Reboil aud Guerin aud owing to the 
fact that General Roget’s arguments 
received no reply. This, however, it is 
hoped, will prove damaging when M. 
Demange cross-questions him today, 
although Al. Demange cannot be said, 
up to the present, to have shown to any 
great advantage. 
The decision of Colonel Jouaust not 
to adjourn the court created a very bad 
impression in Dreyfusard circles, and 
pessimistic predictions are being made 
as to the outcome of the trial. It 
was pointed out that the decision of the 
members of the court not to adjourn be­ 
ing unanimous shows that not one of 
the judges is well disposed toward the 
prisoner. 
It was understood that Maitre De­ 
mange would today repeat the applica­ 
tion for an adjournment, in conse­ 
quence of a hint that the government 
commissary, Major Carriere, had re­ 
ceived instructions not to oppose it. 
Maitre Mornard, who represented 
Madame Dreyfus’ iu the revision pro­ 
ceedings before the court of cassation, 
was summoned to replace Maitre Labori 
until the latter is able to return to his 
post. M. Mornard was expected to ap­ 
pear in court today. He is, however, a 
poor substitute for Labori.

The commanding offi­ 
cer ut each of the 12 jx>sts is inspector 
of relief for his district, and he ha/de­ 
tails in every municipality collecting 
data and relieving most pressing needs. 
I have furnished each inspector wit ii 
similar funds and given authority to 
issue food from army supplies. Cue sol­ 
dier died of injuries; other injured will 
recover.

M onday, applied for by M. Demange, 
counsel tor the prisoner, aud by Captain 
D reyfus, owing to the murderous at­ 
tack upon Maitre Labori, leading coun­ 
sel for the defense. 
Ex-Minister of Justice Guerin, the 
first witness, said that at the end of 
October, after a cabinet council, the 
premier invited him to his room where 
General Mercier joined them, aud ex­ 
plained that for some time past docu­ 
ments had been missing from the head­ 
quarters staff and that in consequence 
of inquiries made, suspicion attached 
to Dreyfus. 
General Mercier, the w it­ 
ness continued, added that he was con­ 
vinced Dreyfus was the culprit. 
He 
gaul lie founded his conviction on three 
facts: First, the bordereau, the au­ 
thor of which was undiscoverable uutil 
Colonel Fubre, on returning from the 
mauifuv; cs immediately after he saw 
th*' document, exclaimed: 
• Why, it is Dreyfus’ liaudwritiug. 
Secondly, the nature of the documents 
enumerated rn the bordereau iu con­ 
junction with Dreyfus’ employment in 
different departments, proved condu­ 
ct wly, according to General Mercier, 
that Dreyfus alone had cognizance of 
all tlirse pipers, aud he alone could 
juvt* disclosed them. 
Thirdly, the dictation test aud Drey- 
fuV perturbation at the time. 
General Mercier, M. Guerin then said, 
in consequence of these convictions the

Dreyfus.

A Chicago employment agent is re­ 
sponsible for the statement that It is 
almost impossible to supply enough 
harvest bauds for the northwest, al­ 
though remarkably high wages are 
offered aud willingly paid by the farm 
era. 
The rates offered by the Chicago 
agencies are as follow’s: Six dollars a 
day for engineers to run thrashing ma 
chines, $4 a day for feeders, $4 a day 
for good sack men and $2.25 to $2.50 
for 
good 
harvest 
hands, 
including 
board. This is the word from Minneso­ 
ta and the Dakotas. These figures ar? 
offered by good men abit to pay cash, 
and yet the big farmers in the north­ 
west complain that they cannot get 
enough hands to harvest their wheat. 
Asked about the work of employing 
and shipping harvesters to supply tho 
demands of northwestern farmers, an 
agent said recently to a New York Sun 
reporter: 
“We are sending hundreds of unem­ 
ployed men from Chicago to the har­ 
vest fields In North Dakota, South Da­ 
kota and Minnesota, and they are 
good men. many of whom have been 
there before and know what they are 
about. 
Almost every evening we are 
shipping harvest hands In parties of 
IO. 20 or more to Minneapolis. 
The 
Chieago-St. Paul lines have pooled the 
harvest hand business and made an 
open rate of $7 for these men. 
Tile 
commission of the employment agents 
is $1. making the total cost of trans 
portation to Minneapolis $8. 
At Min­ 
neapolis the parties are met by the 
agents of the big farmers. 
The men, 
as a rule, are employed ou the spot 
aud get free fare to the fields. In case 
transportation is not provided, they get 
a half rate to any place they wish to 
reach. 
Men seeking harvest work may con­ 
tract for employment by the month 
and receive assurance of steady jobs 
lasting IO to 12 weeks. The actual har­ 
vesting of the grain begius about Aug. 
I and lasts until the latter part of 
Seinptember. 
After this come the 
thrashing and storing of the wheait. 
The thrashing is not all done until Jan. 
I, aud sometimes later. The promise is 
held out to men of employment for GO 
or 90 days. 
There are no temptations 
for s(lending money. 
Thus at $2.50 a 
day a man would be able to save $180 
to $195, less what he would lay out 
for tobacco and a few small inciden­ 
tals. While $2.25 to $2.50 is the rate 
in the midst of harvest, when to save 
the crop from rotting the grain must 
lie cut and stacked, wages subsequent­ 
ly fall to $175 and $2 for the thrashing, 
etc. 
The 
board which goes with the 
wages is of the best. It Is to the in­ 
terest of the farmers to feed their men 
well, outdoor work being of a char­ 
acter that requires the best of nourish­ 
ment. Camp cooks are in demand at $3 
a day. All the big farms of 5,000 acres 
or more have their camping outfits, so 
that the help may be fed and lodged in 
the fields. 
These camps are moved 
from place to place in the vast Wheat­ 
fields for the convenience of the work­ 
ers, and they are often several miles 
distant from the farmhouses, too far 
for the men to travel back and forth 
mornings and evenings and at noon. 
“Ho for the Dakotas and the harvest 
fields!” Is the slogan on the sidewalk 
along the west side of Canal street, 
south of Madison, in Chicago, these 
days. All the agencies are busy regis­ 
tering applicants and getting up par­ 
ties for daily shipment. Hundreds of 
laborers are scattered about reading 
big red placards and discussing proba­ 
bilities—that Is, some are laborers, 
some have been laborers and some are 
going to he laborers when they get 
work—praying meanwhile that they 
may not find it. 
The harvest job is the star attrac 
tion. It offers the maximum of wages, 
including an assurance of the bent 
grub, and plenty of it, and, last, but 
not least, a chance to save up money 
against the winter. 
Many of the best 
hands go back year after year to make 
enough money in the fall to keep them 
in comfort during the aero weather. 
Farmers value these ablebodied and 
experienced hands most highly, aud 
they have first call. 
They are more 
trustworthy than the migratory chaps, 
who squander their earnings in riotous 
living, working a little while in the 
north during the summer and fall aud 
drifting south to the levees and other 
public works during the winter.

A Chicago employment agent Is re­ 
sponsible for the statem ent that It is 
almost impossible to supply enough 
harvest hands for the northwest, al­ 
though 
rem arkably high 
wages are 
offered aud willingly paid by the farm 
era. 
The rates offered by the Chicago 
agencies are as follows: Six dollars a 
day for engineers to run thrashing ma 
chines, $4 a day for feeders, $4 a day 
for good sack men and $2.25 to $2.50 
for 
good 
harvest 
hands, 
Including 
board. This is the word from Minneso­ 
ta and the Dakotas. These figures ar* 
offered by good men abit to pay cash, 
and yet the big farm ers in the north­ 
west complain that they cannot get 
enough hands to harvest their wheat. 
Asked about the work of employing 
and shipping harvesters to supply the 
dem ands of northw estern farm ers, an 
agent said recently to a New York Sun 
reporter: 
“We are sending hundreds of unem ­ 
ployed men from Chicago to the har­ 
vest fields in North Dakota, South Da­ 
kota and 
Minnesota, and 
they am 
good men. many of whom have been 
there before and know w hat they are 
about. 
Almost every evening we are 
shipping harvest hands in parties of 
IO, 20 or more to Minneapolis. 
Tho 
Chicago-St. Paul lines have pooled the 
harvest hand business and made an 
open rate of $7 for these men. 
The 
commission of the employment agents 
is $1. making the total cost of trails 
portation lo Minneapolis $8. 
At Min­ 
neapolis the parties are met by the 
agents of the big farmers. 
The men, 
as a rule, are employed on the spot 
aud get free fare to the fields. 
In case 
transportation is not provided, they get 
a half rate to any place they wish to 
reach. 
Men seeking harvest work may con­ 
tract for employment by the mouth 
aud receive assurance of steady jobs 
lasting IO to 12 weeks. The actual har­ 
vesting of the grain begins about Aug. 
I and lasts until the latter part of 
Seinpteniber. 
After 
this 
come 
the 
thrashing and storing of the wheat. 
The thrashing is not all done until Jan. 
I, aud sometimes later. The promise is 
held out to men of em ploym ent for GO 
or 90 days. 
There are no tem ptations 
for spending money. 
Thus at $2.50 a 
day a m an would be able to save $180 
to $195, less w hat he would lay out 
for tobacco and a few small inciden­ 
tals. W hile $2.25 to $2.50 is the rate 
in the m idst of harvest, when to save 
the crop from rotting the grain must 
tie cut and stacked, wages subsequent­ 
ly fall to $1.75 and $2 for the thrashing, 
etc. 
The 
board which goes with the 
wages is of the best. It is to the in­ 
terest of the farm ers to feed their men 
well, outdoor work being of a char­ 
acter that requires the best of nourish­ 
ment. Cam p cooks are in demand at $3 
a day. All the big farms of 5.000 acres 
or more have their camping outfits, so 
that the help may be fed and lodged In 
the fields. 
These camps are moved 
from place to place In the vast Wheat­ 
fields for the convenience of the work­ 
ers, and they are often several miles 
distant from the farmhouses, too far 
for the men to travel back and forth 
mornings and evenings and at noon. 
“Ho for the Dakotas and the harvest 
fields!” is the slogan on the sidewalk 
along the west side o f Canal street, 
south of Madison, in Chicago, these 
days. All the agencies are busy regis­ 
tering applicants and getting up par­ 
ties for dally shipment. Hundreds of 
laborers are scattered about reading 
big red placards and discussing proba­ 
bilities—that 18, some are laborers, 
some have been laborers and some are 
going to be laborers when they get 
work—praying meanwhile that they 
may not find it. 
The harvest job is the star attrac­ 
tion. 
It offers the m axim um of wages, 
including an assurance of the best 
grub, aud plenty of it, and, last, but 
not least, a chance to save up money 
against the wanter. 
Many of the best 
hands go back year a fte r year to make 
enough money in the fall to keep them 
In com fort during the aero weather. 
F arm ers value these ablebodied and 
experienced hands most highly, aud 
they have first call. 
They are more 
trustw orthy than the m igratory chaps, 
who squander their earnings in riotous 
living, working a little while in the 
nortli during the sum m er and fall and 
drifting south to the levees and other 
public works during the winter. 
Word came from the N ebraska ami 
w estern Iowa harvest fields the other 
day th a t farm ers could not get help 
enough to harvest their crops. 
Now 
the sam e reports come from the Dako 
tas. 
This shortage of laborers has in 
many places made it necessary for the 
farm ers to press women and boys into 
service, cutting, hauling and stacking

It is stated that electrically pro­ 
pelled ferryboats will soon be put in 
operation across the D elaw are river 
between Philadelphia and Camden, N.

The most rem arkable feature In 
this connection is that such boats have 
not been used before, says The Elec­ 
trical Review.

It 
m ust be provided with engine 
and 
boiler capacity for its highest speed, 
aud these eau only be used a p art of 
the time. 
W ith an electrical equipm ent 
the 
charging m ay be done while the boat 
Is in its slip at the end of each trip. 
B atteries worked near their full charge 
limit 
are 
highly efficient, and such 
boats m ay be expected to show a con­ 
siderable saving in coal, but this is by 
no m eans all th a t will be gained by 
displacing their steam m achinery with 
accum ulators and motors. 
All space 
on the m ain and upper decks required 
for working beams, smokestacks, ere., 
will be saved, attendance will be les­ 
sened, vibration diminished and the 
control gear put in the pilothouse, so 
th a t the steersm an may also operate 
the motors. 
In this way the boat will 
be under perfect control w ithout the 
possibility of a m isunderstanding in 
signals between pilot and engineer.

“At 9 o’clock the sun was shining 
brightly.

Thorite, the new high expfosive of> 
fered to the w ar departm ent by Dr. 
U iram I*. T uttle of Tacoma, sucess- 
fully wirhstAjod a .severe test at the 
Sandy Hook proving ground the othar 
day. 
\ 
12 incli service shell wa.s 
charged with 39 pounds of this new 
destroj’er and fired from a seacoast 
rifle. 
The shell was not fused. 
The 
explosive withstood the enormous pres­ 
sure of the detonation of 450 pounds of 
brown pow der at the base of the shell 
am i w’eut out to sea w ithout exploding. 
H ad the shell been fusA» d It could have 
been exploded w’hen it struck the w a­ 
ter, and th».* force of the explosion 
would have b» 'en sufficient to put out 
of action, if not send to the bottom, 
any heavily arm ored battleship in the 
im m ediate vicinity. 
Thorite, in all tests made by Major 
H eath a t Sandy Hook, has been fired 
with absolute .safety, and a test is yet 
to be made showing tha t It cannot 
w ithstand severe service conditions. 
Should the fu rther tests of the T uttle 
explosive be as successful as those 
m ade thus far. It is likely that the 
board of ordnance and fortification will 
recommend to the seAiretary of w ar 
tha t it l>e adopted for the service. 
One of the ordnance officers a t the 
Hook told the New York Sun reporter 
that tliorito was showing up reinaik- 
ably well, and tha t it seemed that it 
w as such a high order destroyer and at 
the same time so safe to use that its 
adoixtion 
would 
render unnecessary 
any further experim enting with shells 
specially designed to piixtect the bu rst­ 
ing charges of high explosiv(» s from the 
shoek of firing and impact. 
But so 
often in rAMenf years have new explo­ 
sives falh*« ! a fte r a long series of suc­ 
cessful tests that the ordnance officers 
prefer to wait before becoming too en­ 
thusiastic over thorite. 
Ju st now it's a Ixattls betw’een thorite 
and the Isham shell. 
Since the failure 
of m any shells of peculiar design suc­ 
cessfully to carry high explosives out 
of service so.acoasf guns, the ordnance 
experts have been demoting their en­ 
ergies to the study of high exjxlosives. 
It is a coincidence tha t Just when 
Isham , the Vermont engineer, la bring­ 
ing out a 8liA*ll of spoA^iai design to 
carry any explosive. Dr. Tuttle comes 
forw’ard with a high explosive which 
doesn t SA» em to m?ed any specially 
made .shell. 
The tests of the Isham 
diaphragm shell will be soon renewed. 
Two 12 inch Harveylzed nickel steel 
arm or plates were recently shipped to 
Sarnly Hook from F*lttaburg. 
A.s soon 
as they are received at the proving 
grounds tliA*y will be set up against 
oak au« l earth and attackt» d w’ith 12 
Inch Isham sliells. 
The other » lay 20 sheiks, each carry- 
ffig 2 'j pounds of thorite, w’ere tired 
from a 5 Inch siege gun with perfect 
succes.s. 
'riie shells w’cre unfusA'd and 
W'ere fired dow’u the beach. 
None ex­ 
ploded. 
This firing was made to find 
w hether thorite w’ould w’ithstand the 
high pressures developed In siege guns. 
The high cham ber pressure of 40,000 
pounds to the s» iuare inch, 4,000 pounds 
above the service pressure, was record­ 
ed during the firing. 
A few days ago 
thorite was fired from the 
2% inch 
Sims-Dudley powder pneum atic gun, 
to determ ine its destructive force. Thè 
shell was fused, and the crater made 
by the explosion down the beach indi­ 
cated that the new’ explosive is about 
as powerful as blasting gelatin. 
A 7 
inch shell was fired from the Ames 
rifle. 
This shell carried a little over 
five pounds of thorite, and the shell, 
when it exploded, flew into thousands 
of pieces. 
These teats were highly 
satisfactory to the ordnance officers. 
Nearly every day M ajor H eath is 
m aking experim ents with smokeless 
pow’ders. 
The chief work of the sea­ 
son has been the investigation of these 
powders to determ ine upon an abso­ 
lutely safe method of firing them. The 
bursting of a 10 inch gun in the spring, 
under service eondition.s, m ade it im­ 
perative that som ething be d ^ e at 
once to prevent another such accident. 
The trouble has been, so the experts 
now believe, in the m anner of igniting 
the fln u f chai-ge. 
Their theory is that 
smokeless pow» ler, slightly deteriorat­ 
ed, as W’as the pow’der used a t the time 
of the accident, does not ignite easily 
and tha t the powder a t the base of the 
cham ber detonates first. 
At the prov­ 
ing ground this sum m er a tube perfo­ 
rated w ith many holes and loaded w’lih 
black powder has been inoarted the 
length of the smokeless pow’der charge. 
The tube of powder, exploding all at 
once, ignites the w'hole tiring charge in 
one instant. 
This method of ignition 
has w’orkt'd with entire success, and

LIFE OF CAVALRYMEN. 


Recruits In Cuba Do Not Enjoy 
Their Experiences. 


THEY SOON LEARN TO REDE WELL

He has written au interesting 
account of the daily life of the cav­ 
alrymen at drill and the native life, 
says the Cincinnati Commercial Trib­ 
une. The follow ing is a portion of his 
letter. 
It is dated Quemados. Cuba, 
July 2ti:

This style of riding is 
called cossack. 
With drawn swords 
we crossed the parade ground, wheel­ 
ed and charged back, all In good line. 
“The next thing was to loosen the 
saddle girths at a given command. The 
saddles are then raised clear off the 
hourses’ backs and simply placed In 
position without tile girths being fas­ 
tened. 
Then tho riders again ataiu.1 
lip in the crossed stirrups and charge 
and 
recharge 
across 
the 
parade 
ground, turning many sharp corners, 
Without the loss of a man. 
That one 
man can do this would seem incredi 
hie, but that all the men of one troop 
can ride in this fashion, discharging 
their pistols at a given command and 
keeping close rank, moving aud turn­ 
ing with the precision of a great ma­ 
chine, is Indeed nothing more nor less 
than evidence of remarkable skill and 
efficient training. 
The discipline of 
the horses is said to be scarcely any 
the less remarkable, for the reason 
that when the charge is at Its height 
the command is given the animals to 
lie down. Tilers is a sudden stop, and 
the beasts lie gracefully on their sides 
and the men alight. 
At the command 
to rise, mounted, the soldiers take po­ 
sitions astride the horses’ (tacks, tile 
latter rise, and there is a sharp dash in 
pursuit of an imaginary enemy. 
“The people here are about as lazy 
and shiftless a lot as I ever had the iii 
luck to meet.

This personage, who, as procureur gen­ 
eral of the republic and president of 
one of the courts of cassation, occupied 
two of the highest posts in the French 
judicature, has, since his resignation 
of the latter office, been the laughing 
stock of everybody, except always 
those 
30,000,000 
Frenchmen 
whom 
Henri Rochefort claims aa anti-Drey- 
fusards. 
His adventures with a bohemian 
from the Lat.n quarter, who fooled him 
to the top of his bent with a cock and 
bull story of new proofs of Dreyfus’ 
guilt, set all Paris roaring with laugh­ 
ter, and since then M. Quesnay de 
Beaurepaire seems to have been going 
from bad to worse In the m atter of 
luck, says the New York Herald. He 
proclaimed to the four winds of heaven 


q u k sn ay d r b k a u r fp a ir r . 
that if Major Carriere, the government 
advocate at Rennes, would only see 
him before the trial he (De Beaure­ 
paire, would adduce convincing proofs 
of the guilt of Dreyfus. After repeat­ 
ing this sort of thing for a week and 
suggesting that Major Carriere would 
not send for him because he was afraid 
of the light, M. Quesnay de Beaure­ 
paire was shown up once again. It was 
proved that he had received a sum­ 
mons from Major Carriere and had 
thrown it aside, because he thought, in 
his own words, it was “another trick 
the I) roy fit sit es were playing upon 
him, and he was too cute to be taken 
In a second time.” 
Paris, naturally, roared again at the 
idea of a magistrate not knowing that 
a regular official summons was not a 
forgery. 
Eventually, however, M. de 
Be.iurepaire went to Rennes, but to 
quatre his own description in The Echo 
de P aris of the treatm ent he received: 
“I presented myself as a man of good 
faith to enlighten justice. 
I was sent 
away. Aly age, the high position which 
I have occupied, the feelings that I 
displayed when I left it to defend the 
cause of rv.gkt and the dignity of the 
army deserved some consideration. 
I 
was sum m arily dismissed as a mar­ 
plot.” 
But M. Quean,ay de Beaurepaire was 
not to be balked- 
As the judges of 
the court martial would have nothing 
to do with his alleged proofs he made 
them public, w hereat Paris had an­ 
other fit of laughter. 
One sample will 
suffice. 
It is M. de h ’»eaurepaire’s first 
argument. 
He has .seven witnesses 
who can prove that th e object of the 
Dreyfusite caiupaign ii not to prove 
the innocence of Dreyfus, but to ob­ 
tain an advantage for the Hebrew 
race. The Hebrews of all countries, he 
says, are united to obtain id s rehabili­ 
tation. 
Two witnesses ars ready to 
declare that Hebrews in Tu rkey and 
Houmania have been called upon to 
subscribe for the cause. 
How M. Quesnay de Beaurepaire 
thinks all this sort of thing is proof 
that Dreyfus was guilty of treason is 
one of those thiugs “no fellow can un 
dem and,” as Lord Dundreary saki.

Thorite, the new high explosive of 
fered to the war department by Dr. 
Hiram P. Tuttle of Tacoma, sucess- 
fully withstood a severe test at the 
Sandy Hook proving grouud the other 
day. 
A 12 inch service shell was 
charged with 39 pounds of this new 
destroyer and fired from a seacoast 
rifle. 
The shell was not fused. 
The 
explosive withstood the enormous pres­ 
sure of the detonation of 450 pounds of 
brown powder at the base of the shell 
and wrent out to sea without exploding. 
Had the shell been fused it could have 
been exploded wThen it struck the wa­ 
ter, and the force of the explosion 
would- have been sufficient to put out 
of action, if not send to the bottom, 
any heavily armored battleship in the 
immediate vicinity. 
Thorite, in all tests made by Major 
Heath at Sandy Hook, has been fired 
with absolute safety, and a test is yet 
to be made showing that It cannot 
withstand severe service conditions. 
Should the further tests of the Tuttle 
explosive be as successful as those 
made thus far, it is likely that the 
board of ordnance and fortification will 
recommend to the secretary of war 
that it be adopted for the service. 
One of the ordnance officers at the 
Hook told the New York Sun reporter 
that thorite was showing up remark­ 
ably well, and that it seemed that it 
was such a high order destroyer and at 
the same time so safe to use that its 
adoption would render unnecessary 
any further experimenting with shells 
specially designed to protect the burst­ 
ing charges of high explosives from the 
shock of firing and impact. 
But so 
often in recent years have new explo­ 
sives failed after a long series of suc­ 
cessful tests that the ordnance officers 
prefer to wait before becoming too en­ 
thusiastic over thorite. 
Just now it s a battle between thorite 
and the Isham shell. Since the failure 
of many shells of peculiar design suc­ 
cessfully to carry high explosives out 
of service seacoast guns. the ordnance 
experts have beeu demoting their en­ 
ergies to the study of high explosives. 
It is a coincidence that just when 
Isham, the Vermont engineer, is bring­ 
ing out a shell of special desigu to 
carry any explosive, Dr. Tuttle comes 
forward with a high explosive which 
doesn't seem to need any specially 
made shell. 
The tests of the Isham 
diaphragm shell will be soon renewed. 
Two 12 inch Harveyized nickel steel 
armor plates were recently shipped to 
Sandy Hook from Pittsburg. As soon 
as they are received at the proving 
grounds they will be set up against 
oak aud earth and attacked with 12 
inch Isham shells. 
The other day 20 shells, each carry­ 
ing 2' a pounds of thorite, were fired 
from a 5 incli siege gun with perfect 
success. The shells were unfused aud 
were fired down the beach. 
None ex­ 
ploded. 
This tiring was made to find 
whether thorite would withstand the 
high pi essures developed in siege guns. 
The high chamber pressure of 40,000 
pounds to the square inch, 4,000 pounds 
above the service pressure, was record­ 
ed during the firing. A few days ago 
thorite was fired from the 2% inch 
Slms-Dudley powder pneumatic gun, 
to determine its destructive force. The 
shell was fused, and the crater made 
by the explosion down the beach indi­ 
cated that the new explosive is about 
as powerful as blasting gelatin. 
A 7 
iuch shell was fired from the Ames 
rifle. 
This shell carried a little over 
five pounds of thorite, and the shell, 
when it exploded, flew into thousands 
of pieces. 
These tests were highly 
satisfactory to the ordnance officers. 
Nearly every day Major Heath Is 
making experiments with smokeless 
powders. 
The chief work of the sea­ 
son has been the investigation of these 
powders to determine upon an abso 
lutely safe method of firing them. The 
bursting of a IO inch gun in the spring, 
under service conditions, made it im­ 
perative that something be dane at 
once to prevent another such accident. 
The trouble has beeu, so the experts 
now believe, in the manner of igniting 
the tiring charge. Their theory is that 
smokeless powder, slightly deteriorat­ 
ed, as was the powder used at the time 
of the accident, does not ignite easily 
and that the powder at the base of the 
chamber detonates first. At the prov­ 
ing ground this summer a tube perfo­ 
rated with many holes aud loaded with 
black powder has been inserted the 
length of the smokeless powder charge. 
The tube of powder, exploding all at 
once, ignites the whole firing charge in 
one instant. 
This method of ignition 
has worked with entire success, and 
the abnormal pressures are no longer

my hack in confusion.

Hi nnks, France, Aug. IT.—The sec­ 
ond trial by courtmartial of Captain 
Alfred Dreyfus of the French artillery 
charged with treason was continued, 
Major Carrier©, the representative of 
the government, having ref used to agree 
to the adjournment of the case until 
Monday, applied for by M. Demange, 
counsel tor the prisoner, aud by Captain 
preying, owing to the murderous at­ 
tack upon Maitre Labori, leading eouu- 
ael for the defense. 
Ex-Minister of Justice Gueriu, the 
first witness, said that at the eud of 
O ctober, alter a cabinet council, the 
premier invited him to his room where 
O eueral Mercier joined them, and ex­ 
plained that for some time past docu­ 
m ents had been missing from the head­ 
q u arters staff aud that in consequence 
of inquiries made, suspicion attached 
to Dreyfus. 
General Mender, the w it­ 
ness continued, added that he was con­ 
vinced Dreyfus was the culprit.

8 condly, the nature of the document-, 
enumerated in the bordereau rn con­ 
junction with Dreyfus’ employment in 
different departments, proved couelu- 
sively, according to General Mercier, 
that Dreyfus alone had cognizance of 
all these papers, and he alone could 
have disclosed them. 
T hirdly, the dictation test aud Grey­ 
ly- perturbation at the time. 
General Mercier, M. Gueriu then said, 
in consequence ot these convictions the 
cabinet, at a special meeting Nov. I, 
IS94, authorized the 
prosecution of 
Dreytus. 
M. Guerin, at that time, hail never 
hoard of the secret documents aud none 
was ever communicated to the cabinet.

M. Lebeu, the former minister of the 
Colonie-, a tug, redbearded man, then 
testified in justification of his instruc­ 
tions to treat iTreyfus rigorously, declar­ 
ing that the extreme stringency only 
dated’from the tune thought an attempt 
Would bi made to rescue the prisoner. 
Ar this juncture some time was occu­ 
pied in reading a long rejiort from the 
minister of the colonies to the minister 
ol war, giving tile various reports of 
the governor of French Guiana.

expressed to the doctors when he feared 
he wiis lo>mg his reason caused an im- 
incuse impression. 
Tears were even,

Billot, tile former minister of war. 
Colonel Jouaust, turning to Dreyfus, 
remarked:

I do not wish to speak here 
of the atrocious suffering, physical aud 
moral, which for five years I, a French­ 
man aud an innocent man, was sub- i 
jeered to on the Isle du Diablo. ”

General Boget spoke for about three 
hours without adducing any new facts, 
only reiterating in the most forcible 
terms what has been handled about in 
the auti-Dreyfusard press for about a 
year past. 
Iii* treated Dreyfus without mercy, 
both in words aud attitude. 
In fact it 
seemed at times as though he would 
provoke tin* prisoner into striking him. 
The general’s manner was most pas­ 
sionate. 
Dreyfus managed to control himself, 
although fearfully aroused at times, aud 
when Roget would stare at him aud 
shake his linger, Dreyfus steadily re­ 
tained his gaze. 
He endeavored to show that Colonel 
Pionuurt had recourse* co 
. tudulcut 
methods, with the intent of incriminat­ 
ing some one other than Dreyfus, aud 
declared Picquart spent I OO,(XX) frauen 
with the object of organizing a cam­ 
paign of surveillance “of an unfortu­ 
nate officer who was guiltless.” 
This 
100,000 francs, he added, was a reserve 
accumulated by Colonel Picquart by 
strict economy from the funds at the 
disposal of the war office. 
This reserve 
had entirely disappeared. 
In response to gestures of contradic­ 
tion from M. Demauge, General Roget 
admitted the figures quoted were per- 
haped exaggerated. 
The witness next 
accused Colonel Picquart of suppressing 
documents

As the general was evidently greatly 
fatigued, Colonel Jouaust suggested he 
continue his 
testimony today.

colonel then addressed the

the judges is well disposed toward the 
prisoner.

A Chicago employment agent is re­ 
sponsible for the statement that It is 
almost impossible to supply enough 
harvest hands for the northwest, al 
though remarkably high wages are 
offered aud willingly paid by the farm­ 
ers. The rates offered by the Chicago 
agencies are as follow's: Six dollars a 
day for engineers to run thrashing ma 
chines, $4 a day for feeders, $4 a day 
for good sack men and $2.25 to $2.59 
for good 
harvest 
hauds, 
including 
board. This is the word from Minneso­ 
ta and the Dakotas. These figures ar* 
offered by good men abu to pay cash, 
and yet the big farmers in the north­ 
west complain that they cannot gor 
enough hands to harvest their wheat. 
Asked about the work of employing 
and shipping harvesters to supply the 
demands of northwestern farmers, an 
agent said recently to a New York Sun 
reporter: 
“We are sending hundreds of unem­ 
ployed men from Chicago to the har­ 
vest fields in North Dakota, South Da­ 
kota and Minnesota, and they are 
good men, many of whom have been 
there before and know what they are 
about. 
Almost every evening we are 
shipping harvest hands in parties of 
IO. 20 or more to Minneapolis. 
Tho 
Chieago-St. Paul lines have pooled the 
harvest hand business and made an 
open rate of $7 for these men. 
The 
commission of the employment agents 
is $1, making the total cost of trails 
portation lo Minneapolis $8. 
At Min­ 
neapolis the parties are met by the 
ageuts of the big farmers. 
The men, 
as a rule, are employed on the spot 
aud get free fare to the fields. In case 
transportation is not provided, they get 
a half rate to any place they wish to 
reach. 
Men seeking harvest work may con 
tract for employment by the month 
aud receive assurance of steady Jobs 
lasting IO to 12 weeks. The actual liar 
vesting of the grain begins about Aug. 
I and lasts until the latter part of 
Seinptember. 
After this come the 
thrashing and storing of the wheat. 
The thrashing is not all done until Jan. 
I, and sometimes later. The promise is 
held out to men of employment for 60 
or DO days. There are no temptations 
for spending money. 
Thus at $2.50 a 
day a man would lie able to save $180 
to $195, less what he would lay out 
for tobacco and a few' small inciden­ 
tals. While $2.25 to $2.50 is the rate 
iii the midst of harvest, when to save 
the crop from rotting the grain must 
In* cut and stacked, wages subsequent­ 
ly fail to $1.75 and $2 for the thrashing, 
etc. 
The 
board which goes with the 
wages is of the best. It is to the In­ 
terest of th** farmers to feed their men 
well, outdoor work being of a char­ 
acter that r e q u ir e s the best of nourish­ 
ment. Camp cooks are in demand at $3 
a day. AU the big farms of 5,000 acres 
or more have their camping outfits, so 
that the help may be fed and lodged In 
the fields. 
These camps are moved 
from place to place In the vast Wheat­ 
fields for the convenience of the work­ 
ers, ami they are often several miles 
distant from the farmhouses, too far 
for the men to travel back and forth 
mornings and evenings and at noon. 
“Ho for the Dakotas aud the harvest 
fields!" is the slogan on the sidewalk 
along the west side of Pana! street, 
south of Madison, in Chicago, these 
days. All the agencies are busy regis­ 
tering applicants and getting up par­ 
ties for daily shipment. Hundreds of 
laborers are scattered about reading 
big red placards and discussing proba- 
bllitles—that is, some are laborers, 
some have been laborers and some are 
going to be laborers when they get 
work—praying meanwhile that they 
may not find it.

LIFE OF CAVALRYMEN. 


Recruits In Cuba Do Not Enjoy 
Their Experiences. 


THEY SOON LEARN TO RIDE WELL

Leo A o n ia n , a soldier in the Seventh 
United States cavalry, is in cam p a t 
Camp 
Columbia,

Cuba. 
He has w ritten au interesting 
account of the daily life of the cav­ 
alrym en a t drill and tile native life, 
says the Cincinnati Commercial T rib­ 
une. 
The following is a portion of bls 
letter. 
It is dated Quemado*, Cuba 
July 26: 
“At 9 o’clock the sun was shining 
brightly. 
Ten minutes later a torrent 
of rain was falling, the cam p streets 
were running full of water, and 
canoe could have been rowed through 
any of them. 
At 9:20 the dow npour 
ceased, ami at 9:40 the skies were 
clear, and the surplus of w ater hac 
sunk into the sands, and everything 
w as dry, bright and cheerful again. 
A short time afterw ard the trum peter 
sounded “boots aud saddles,” and the 
soldiers turned out for drill. 
For the 
old trooper there is no greater sport 
than to w itness the attem p ts of the 
recruits to m ount their steeds. 
Some 
of them would have preferred a lad­ 
der, for this particular drill was to be 
without saddles. 
“However, a fte r aw hile all succeed 
ed In gaining seats on their animals, 
the line was formed, and the fun be­ 
gan. 
It is a pleasure to us old timers, 
but to the recruit it is greatly the re­ 
verse. 
H e goes along, bounding up 
and settling back, and lie wishes at 
the bottom of his heart th at he never 
had entered the service. 
J u s t when 
he gets about able to remain well seat­ 
ed the drillm aster gives the command 
to dismount. 
The horses are not slow­ 
ed up to dism ount, ami the boys have 
to alight and strike a gallop a t the 
same time. for they rem em ber w hat a 
dismal time they previously had in 
mounting. The old boys, however, drop 
gracefully to the ground and Just as 
gracefully regain their seats. 
The re­ 
cruits try to follow the exam ple set, 
and nine out of eleven of them fall. 
“They catch on later, a fte r continued 
practice, and a fte r a week or tw o it is 
difficult to pick out the recruits from 
thi- old soldiers. 
Next day we had to 
drill with saddles. T he mounted troop 
ers came on tile parade ground one at 
a time and fell Into a column of troop­ 
ers or in single file and passed the com ­ 
m anding officer’s post in review. Then 
a line was formed, the riders crossed 
the stirrups of the saddles over the 
horses' backs, placed their fee* in them 
and stood up. 
This style of riding Is 
called cossack. 
W ith draw n sw ords 
we crossed the parade ground, w heel­ 
ed and charged back, all in good line. 
“The next thing was to loosen tile 
Raddle girths at a given command. The 
saddles are then raised clear off tile 
bourses’ backs and simply placed In 
position w ithout the girths boing f a s ­ 
tened. 
Then the riders again staiu.1 
up in the crossed stirru p s and ch srg s 
and 
recharge 
across 
the 
parade 
ground, turning many sharp corners, 
w ithout the loss of a man. 
That one 
m an can do this would seem incredi­ 
ble, but that nil the men of one troop 
can ride in this fashion, discharging 
their pistols at a given com m and and 
keeping close rank, movlug and tu rn ­ 
ing with the precision of a great m a­ 
chine, is indeed nothing more nor less 
than evidence of rem arkable skill and 
efficient training. 
The discipline of 
th e horses is said to lie scarcely any 
the less remarkable, for the reason 
th at when the charge Is a t Its height 
the com m and is given the anim als to 
lie down. T h ere Is a sudden stop, and 
the blasts lie gracefully on their sides 
and the men alight. 
At the com m and 
to rise, mounted, the soldiers take po­ 
sit inus astride the horses' barks, the 
la tte r rise, aud there Is a sharp dash in 
pursuit of an Imaginary enemy. 
“The people here are about as lazy 
and shiftless a lot as I ever had the ill 
luck to meet. 
They are poor and half 
starved aud have not strength enough 
to do a day's work equal to what an 
American eau do. 
The poorer classes 
who work at coin moil labor get NJ 
cents a day, aud I guess they have 
that tired feeling, because they ride to 
a n d from their work iu a cab. 
This 
Indulgence coats them 40 cents a day, 
w hich lea nos them 43 cents to live im, 
w hich seems to lie ignite enough, be­ 
cause they only need enough clothing 
to give them a half deccut appearance, 
and they live mostly on fruit. 
“A peculiarity very 
noticeable 
to 
A m ericans Is the use of smoking tobac­ 
co by the natives, 
it is usually par­ 
taken of iu the form of cigarettes. 
Men, women aud children have their 
wood close at baud, aud I dare say the 
women smoke their share. 
A very 
common sight is to see a woman with 
a cigarette in her m outh. 
The streets 
•re very narrow , probably 15 feet from 
building to building.

Thorite, the new high explosive of 
fered to the w ar departm ent by Dr. 
H iram P. T uttle of Tacoma, sucess- 
fully withstood a severe test at the 
Bandy Hook proving ground the other 
day. 
A 
12 inch service shell 
was 
charged with 39 pounds of this new 
destroyer and fired from a seacoast 
rifle. 
The shell was uot fused. 
The 
explosive withstood the enormous pres 
sure of the detonation of 450 pounds of 
brown pow der at the base of the shell 
aud w ent out to sea w ithout exploding. 
H ad the shell been fused It could have 
been exploded when it struck the w a­ 
ter, aud the force of the explosion 
would have been sufficient to put out 
of action, if not send to the bottom, 
any heavily arm ored battleship in the 
Im m ediate vicinity. 
Thorite, in all tests made by Major 
H eath at Handy Hook, has been fired 
with absolute safety, and a test is yet 
to be made show ing th at it cannot 
w ithstand severe service conditions. 
Should the fu rth e r tests of the T uttle 
explosive be as successful as those 
m ade thus far, It is likely th a t the 
board of ordnance and fortification will 
recommend to the secretary of war 
th at it be adopted for the service. 
One of the ordnance officers a t the 
Hook told the New York Sun reporter 
th at thorite was show ing up rem ark ­ 
ably well, and th a t it seemed th a t it 
w as such a high order destroyer and at 
the sam e time so safe to use th a t its 
adoption 
would 
render unnecessary 
any further experim enting with shells 
specially designed to protect the b u rst­ 
ing charges of high explosives from the 
shock of firing and impact. 
B ut so 
often in recent years have new explo­ 
sives failed a fte r a long series of suc­ 
cessful tests that th e ordnance officers 
prefer to w alt before becoming too en­ 
thusiastic over thorite. 
J u s t now it s a battle between thorite 
and the lsh am shell. 
Since the failure 
of m any shells of peculiar design suc­ 
cessfully to carry high explosives out 
of service seacoast guns, the ordnance 
experts have been demoting th eir en 
orgies to the study of high explosives. 
It is a coincidence th a t Just when 
lsham , the Vermont engineer, is bring­ 
ing out a shell of special design to 
carry any explosive, Dr. Tuttle comes 
forw ard with a high explosive which 
doesn t seem to need any specially 
m ade shell. 
The tests of the lsham 
diaphragm shell will be soon renewed. 
Two 12 Inch Harveylzed nickel steel 
arm or plates were recently shipped to 
Sandy Hook from Pittsburg. 
As soon 
as they are received at the proving 
grounds they will be set up against 
oak aud earth and attacked with 12 
inch lsham shells 
T he other day CO shells, each carry ­ 
ing J*a pounds of thorite, were tired 
from a 5 inch siege gun with perfect 
success. 
The shells w ere unfused and 
were fired down the beach. 
None ex ­ 
ploded. 
This firing was made to find 
w hether thorite would w ithstand the 
high pi ensures developed iu siege guns. 
The high cham ber pressure of 40,000 
pounds to the square inch, 4,000 pounds 
aljove the service pressure, was record­ 
ed during the firing. 
A few days ago 
thorite was flied from the 2Vi inch 
Sims Dudley powder pneum atic gun, 
to determ ine its destructive force. The 
shell was fused, and the crater made 
by the explosion down the beach indi­ 
cated that the new explosive is about 
as powerful as blasting gelatin. 
A 7 
iucii shell was fired from the Ames 
rifle. 
This shell carried a little over 
five pounds of thorite, and the shell, 
when it exploded, flew into thousands 
of pieces. 
These tests were highly 
satisfactory to the ordnance officers. 
Nearly every day M ajor H eath is 
m aking experim ents with smokeless 
powders. 
The chief work of the sea 
son has been the investigation of these 
powders to determ ine upon an abso­ 
lutely safe method of firing them. The 
bursting of a IO inch gun in the spring, 
under service conditions, made it Im­ 
perative that som ething be d«ue at 
mice to prevent auotber such accident. 
I he trouble lias been, so the experts 
now* believe, in the m anner of igniting 
the firiug charge. 
T heir theory is that 
smokeless powder, slightly deteriorat 
od, as was the pow der used at the time I 
of the accident, does not Ignite easily 
and th a t the powder a t the base of the 
cham ber detonates first 
At the prov* 
lug ground this sum m er a tube perfo 
I 
rated with many holes aud loaded with 
black powder has been inserted the 
length of the smokeless powder charge 
The tube of powder, exploding all at 
once, ignites tbs whole tiring charge in 
on# instant. 
This method of ignition 
has worked with entire success, and 
the abnorm al pressure* are no longer
